Local Man Dies 
after Wrestling

James Jacobs, 32, of Essex street, a father 
of seven children recently made motherless, 
died early Wednesday morning at the Gale 
hospital in Haverhill after sustaining a 
broken neck in a practice wrestling match at 
the Haverhill Y, M. C. A. on Monday after- 
noon. Mr. Jacobs had undertaken to enter the 
professional wrestling field as a means of sup- 
porting his youngsters. It was but his second 
day of training, 

Mr. Jacobs’ opponent was Paul Tremblay 
of Haverhill, a friend for years, When the 
bout finished Jacobs walked around the floor 
and sat down. He immediately collapsed. 

The unconscious man was rushed to the 
hospital, where Dr. H. Frank McCarthy of 
Lawrence found on examination serious frac 
tures and a broken neck, coupled with a 
dangerous brain pressure. Relatives were 
summoned from Andover. 

Employed as a truck driver, Jacobs had the 
desire to become a professional wrestler and 
had spoken of the matter several times to 
Arthur Flynn, Lawrence matman, who is an 
intimate friend. Without any preliminary 
training, the young man started immediately 
in friendly bouts with men familiar with the

A group of Andover’s unemployed ap- 
peared before the selectmen Tuesday and the 
emergency committee Wednesday evening to 
protest against the dictum which they 
claimed was handed down to them Tuesday | 
morning by Walter E. Curtis, secretary of | 
the emergency committee, after their failure 
to work Monday afternoon and in some cases 
the whole day. It was reported that Mr. | 
Curtis had said that those who did not work 


propriated, and motions to increase appropri- 
ations about $763 more are awaiting consider- 
ation. The meeting was adjourned at 6.10 
Monday night until 1.30 the ¢ oming Monday, 
with all the special artic les yet to be taken up. 

Because of the large crowd that attended 
Monday’s meeting, there have been several 
Suggestions made that the adjourned meeting 
be held in some larger hall, either Crystal 
ballroom in Shawsheen, George Washington 
hall at the academy, or the baseball cage at 
Brothers field.

The annual meeting at present stands 
against wage and salary cuts. In the first 
few budgetary items a ten percent cut was 
voted, but from the police department on the 
1932 scale prevailed. Ac cordingly, Mr. Hard 
moved reconsideration of these items which 
provided for a cut, and when the meeting was 
adjourned several other employees had re- 
ceived the 1932 scale. 

Whether or not this action is subject to 
revision is a matter of conjecture, The meet- 
ing is still considering article three and may 
reconsider those items not already recon- 
sidered, However, parliamentary law states 
that a motion to reconsider can not be re- 
newed, and so as far as parliamentary rules 
go the town officers can not receive a wage 
cut by the town meeting. On the other hand, 
legal authority seems to feel that a town 
meeting by majority vote can reconsider or 
rescind anything, 

When the meeting closed $512,865.35 had 
|been appropriated as against a total of 
$519,307.43 for 1932, The tax rate as quoted 
| by the Taxpayers’ association on this figure 
was $25.75 

From the start of the meeting there 
seemed a disposition to increase the finance 
committee recommendations with Mr, Hardy 
ucting in the leading role.

I consulted the chief of the | 
fire department for the amount of losses, and | 
he told me if we would put in a double 
platoon system which we did, and you bought 
costly equipment, and we were promised if 
we did all this and brought the cost of this 
department from $6000.00 to $30,000.00, the 
fire losses in the whole town, and Mr. Emer 
son can bear me out, would be only 5 per cent 
Now we have several town buildings insured 
by what we call blanket insurance, all under | 
one policy, but when the police box burned | 
down in Shawsheen Village that box was out- | 
side of the blanket, Now I don’t think we are 
taking any chances in having our property 
unprotected, Of course, our town buildings 
can’t burn down all at once, but if we had put | 
that money away for ten years we would 
| have had a good sum. If we had done this 
| when I advocated it six years ago, to put

You are today going to appropriate perhaps 
half a million dollars, and some people think 
more of the $65.00 than they do of the half- 
million, If five hundred or so people feel rea- 
son for a special town meeting, it is $65.00 
well spent to have them tell their story, What 
is the next move. You received a postal card 
from them telling you that the last special 
meeting was vital. Now vital to me has 
always meant a matter of life or death, What 
next? Remember the time, seven o'clock, 
Now, whoever had that printed knew that it 
was not true as the warrant called for seven- 
forty-five. All in all, it is coming that what 
one of our leading citizens said at our last 
special town meetings. The time has come 
when people dare not stand up and express 
their honest sentiment for fear of the per- 
sonal consequences, and I say that any in- 
dividual with that knowledge sets our people 
against each other and is not working to the 
best interests of the town, and it should be 
stopped. The various budgets were changed. 
Evidently they weren't satisfied with that. 
A special Sunday session was called and the 
Chairman of the School Committee was 
called to get his school board to cut down to 
10 percent. Too much influence was brought 
to bear altogether. I wonder if it is the 
roper thing to do, to have our boards sub- 
ject to their authority. I don’t see why this 
organization has any right to request our 
various boards any more than any other 
organizations in town. We should come in 
here and play the game square and not have 
any special purpose. As far as the finances 
of the town are concerned we cannot say any 
more than what is contained in the report of 
the Town Treasurer on page 99 of this re- 
,ort, who in a few short words tells you that 
it was only necessary to borrow within 
$70,000.00 less than last year, The financial 
condition of the town is excellent. It has been 
said so by Mr, Bailey, But we must consider 
our business houses. If our people don’t re- 
ceive money they can’t spend it. If we take 
away from our duly dlocted officials an 
amount by 10 percent they can’t spend what 
they don’t get. We should consider our own 
grocery men and butchers and storekeepers, 
These people who have contributed heavily 
to this fund cannot be expected to continue 
if their own salaries are reduced, Our emer- 
gency committee will feel that too. What will 
their reaction be? We must not push our

Jelly Roll: Beat 3 eggs, add one 
cup sugar gradually, add 4 table- 
spoons cold water, and sift in 1 cup 
flour, scant, 44 teaspoon salt, and 
1% teaspoon baking powder, Put in 
pan about 8” by 11” lined with wax 
paper, and bake in oven at 375° F. 
for 15 minutes. When done, turn 
out on clean towel which has been 
sprinkled with powdered sugar. 
Trim crisp outside crusts, spread 
with Currant Jelly, or Cherry or 
Red Raspberry Preserves, and roll 
while hot. Wrap in towel and al- 
low to stand until cold. Slice and 
serve with whipped cream, if de- 
sired,

Casablanca, Morocco, in northern 
Africa is one of the strangest muniel 
palities In the world.

Funding Losses by Fire 
We are advised that no direct author- 
ity now exists in law by which muni- 


| of a fund to cover fire losses upon muni- 


cipal property. 
The difficulty which faces the promo- 


| tion of municipal dunds is the fact that 


many of the building units represent 
large individual values and if a fund can- 


| not be created large enough to take care 


of a total loss on one of these units, then 
the fund cannot but fail. 

The issue is the town’s credit, An in- 
surance fund is an unsound nostrum that 
might popularly appeal without careful 
thought of the fundamentals behind it. 


| Good faith must be maintained by 


a 
municipality with those who grant it 
credit. Our credit depends much upon 
our temper and sound judgment as ex- 
pressed in town assembly. We daily see 
cities and towns acting foolishly and 
then retracting their action at a distinct 
loss to the town and its taxpayers. 
The insurance fund has been experi- 


mented with for many years and the out-| 
| come has usually been that the people of 


the city or town are up in arms over a 
fire situation and the newspapers of the 
state are always a unit in their bitter 
condemnation of the shortsightedness of 
the public servants when the fire loss 


|} occurs and there is insuflicient money to 


| pay it. 


The town is a trustee and holds a 
public trust of even greater responsibil- 
ity than on the protection of their per- 
sonal holdings. If the committee or town 
fails to furnish proper protection it can 
not only be held accountable to public 
opinion, but in the courts 
have held oflicials financially liable for 
their failure to exercise prudent business 
care in the protection of public property 
entrusted to them. 

It is no relief to a cilizen to know that 
he must help to dig up $100,000. for a 
new school because the authorities tried

/ to save a few hundred dollars for insur- 


ance premiums, 

The fire insurance fund scheme is a 
delusive anticipation and municipalities 
adopting the plan have found that actual 
results have not fulfilled the program, 
Taxpayers are without capital and re- 
serves and the proper experience in de- 
veloping scientific ratings on the basis of 
local averages.

Journal Seems to Make 


“There is no such word as side 
burns,” says a learned correspondent, 
| objecting to our use of this “verbal 
| conglomeration” in place of the older 
| phrases “burnsides,”’ “sideboards” and 
| “mutton chops.’ We accept, with 
| grateful interest, his account of the 
genealogy of the phrase, but we deny 
| Its illegitimacy. The family tree which 
| he gives establishes the purity of its 
pedigree; and even without such im 
pressive family papers we insist that 
a word is a word if it is used as a 
word. 

“Mutton chops” dates back to the 
early Gladstonian era, according to 
the compendious but somewhat out- 
dated new English dictionary. “Side 
board” is venerable enough to have 
attained notice In Webster's American 
dictionary; but neither “burnsides” 
nor “sideburns” appears in either of 
these repositories of etymological wis 
| dom, It may be, as our correspond: 
| ent suggests, that General Burnside's 
| tonsorial vagaries led to the substitu 
| tlon of his name, during the Civil war, 
| for the earlier phrase “sideboard,” and 
th “sideburns” is merely a confused 
rendering of the old general’s name. 
But the phrase stuck; it is the cur 
| rent usage today; and we stalwartly 
| maintain that it Is usage and not an 
| eestry which gives meaning to a word. 
| “Mutton chops” are seldom seen today, 
but the phrase is well understood; 
| “sideboards” has gone out; “burn 
sides” is almost forgotten; the man 
in the street says and understands 
“sideburns.” “Sideburns” they, are.— 
New York Herald Tribune. 


Copperhead Not Really 
Vicious in Its Attacks 


The general horror of the 
head snake grows In purt from the 
false belief that this snake is a vie- 
fous reptile which attacks quickly and 
without warning. ‘This Is only true in 


copper: 


part. The copperhead will attack 
without warning, unlike its relative 
| the rattlesnake, but it will not at 


tack unless disturbed and then is by 
no means swift in its action, 

The real danger from copperheads 
Hes in the possibility of coming in 
contact with it when picking some 
object from the ground or reaching 
| Into bushes where the eye cannot fol- 
low the hand, ‘The snake in reality 
is sluggish. Its usual habitat is damp 
areas plentifully supplied with rocks. 
For food, it turns chiefly to field mice. 

The distribution of the copperhead 
is fairly general, although it is most 
plentiful in the New England states. 
In other areas it is known as the cop- 
per belly, the pilot, the red-eye and 
the red adder, 


Bamboo Tropical Plant 

Bamboos are wmild-climuate plants, 
None is found native in the colder 
temperate regions, The United States 
has only two native These 
occur in the southern states south of 
Virginia and westward to southern 
Missouri.

Point for “‘Sideburns” | 


Tree Might Be Useful 


in Fight Against Crow 

Perhaps if «authorities in towns 
where the starling has been declared 
a nuisance would plant a few trees of 
the species Pisonia Brunoniana in the 
areas frequented by these birds a part 
of their problem would be solved. 
This tree is known to the natives of 
New Zealand, its native home, as the 
“bird-eating” tree, 

Ordinarily only small birds are its 
victiins, but recently a specimen in 
the garden of J, Wheeler at New Ply- 
mouth, N. Z., is reported to have cap- 
tured a morepurk, a species of owl, 
which is said to be the largest bird 
ever trapped by one of these trees. 

The “bird-eating” tree has seeds 
about an inch long that grow in clus- 
ters and are covered with a heavy 
gum. When small birds fly into this 
tree and their feathers come in con- 
tact with the seed pods they are quite 
likely to be held fast until they are 
overcome with exhaustion in their ef- 


forts to escape. The tree in Mr. 
Wheeler’s garden is said to have 
trapped hundreds of small birds in 


this way.

Paints Long in Use 

Who first mixed and used paints ts 
since puilnt has been em- 
ployed from a very early period. 
White lead was mentioned by ‘Theo- 
phrastus, Pliny and Vitruvius, who de- 
scribed its manufacture from lead and 
vinegar. Yellow ochre was used by 
the ancient Egyptians, Greeks and Ro- 
mans. Pots of it were found in Pom- 
peil, Naples yellow has been found in 
the yellow enamel of Babylonian 
bricks. 
Romans. Indigo has been employed 
by the Bast Indians and Egyptians 
from an ancient time. 


Dwarf Camel Fossils 
There used to be camels In America, 
but they were little fellows—dwarfs. 
Dr. Charles W. Gilmore, Smithsonian 
paleontologist, dug up the bones of 
scores of strange animals in the foot- 
hills of the Rocky mountains, some of 
which are supposed to have roamed 
that part of the country, even as far 
back as 60,000,000 years ago, Among 
these were skeletons of saber-toothed 
tigers, camels and rhinoceroses, And 
the camels were only two and a half 

to three feet tall.—Pathfinder. 


“Fisherman’s Ring’”’ 

A ring traditionally said to have 
been worn by St. Peter and still worn 
by the pope on high ceremonial occa- 
sions !s known as the Fisherman’s 
ring. “The Fisherman” ts the title of 
the pope, says the New Catholic dic- 
tionary, “because most of the apostles 
were fishermen.

(Luke 5); this term designates espe- 
clally their chief, Peter, and his suces- 
sors. The papal ring seal is that of 
the fisherman.”

The hydra is un unimal hard to see 
that kills young fishes, It is unknow- 
ingly introduced into aquariums with 
plants obtained in outdoor waters, A 
method of destroying it has been sue- 
cessfully tried in Germany, By this 
procedure the hydra is electrocuted, 
leaving the fish and plants as they are.
